Tha City of Alexandrii. 

Previous to the political disturbances 
which caused a general exodus of Euro- 
peans from Egvpt and led up to the bom- 
bardment amf practical destruction of 
.Vlexandria, the city had a jiopulation of 
about lMo,OuO inlialjitants. nearly 50,000 of 
them Europeans. 

The city lieson the Mediterranean, near 
the moutii of the westernmost arm of the 
delta of the Nile, and occupies a peninsula, 
anciently the island of I'liaros, and the 
neck of land connecting it with the main- 
land. 

On oach side of the isthmus is a good 
harbor, that on the west being mainly 
artificial. Its excellent position for trade 

made it the chief commercial city of Egypt 
and the creat central station for passengers 
east and west, the steamers to and from 
India, the Levant, and Western ports all 
sloppinjj; there. It is connected with 
Man.soora and the Suez Canal by railroad, 
and with Cairo by rail, canal, and river. 
In its newer j)ortion Alexandria had tlie 
apuearance of a European city. It was 
lizhted with gas and snppHed with water 
from the Nile. Resides its larj^e export 
and import trade the city was tlie seat of 
large government and private manufac- 
tures run bv steam. It ha<l many tine 
residences. Among the pi'ominent build- 
ings were the palace of the Khedive at 
Ras-el-Tin, the large naval arsenal, the 
naval and military ho.sj'itals, the Custom 
House, Tribunal of Commerce, Italian 
College, and the various schools. 

Alexandria was founded by Alexander 
the Great in oo2 B. 0.. Under his succes- 
ors, the Ptolemies, the city contained 300, 
000 free inhabitants and ;is many slaves. 
It became the center of learning, and 
schools of Grecian philoBophy flourished 
there. Magnificent iih^nnments were erec- 
ted, among them the Thaios, the ^luseum, 
ana the Temple of Serapis, and there wera 
many georgous palaces and public build- 
in l'm. 

Julius Ca.'sar be.sei;^ed and took the city 
in 48 B. C. and eighteen years later Aug- 
ustus made it an imperial city. It now 
began a new seas»>u of piosperity, contin- 
uing till the establishment of the seat of 
emjiire at Constantinople. The Cata- 
combs, public bathSj and Pompey's pillar, 
with the Roman city wall were erected 
during this jHiiiod. In the year 'J]'^ the 
Roman Fiii)>eP)r Carac.ilia visited the city 
and oi'leicd a >;eneral mass.icre, and ui.- 
der tlie rule of Gallienus a l imine swept 
oil" half of the population. In L'T.'i an in- 
surrection resulted in the destruction' of 
the great library of the museum. In iMx; 
another revolt ended in a ;.'<'n('ral slau;:li- 
ter, and in JOu an earthquake destroyt d 
50,000 persons. The Persians captured the 
city in tiUl, and yielded it to the Aralis in 
641. It then colitained -100 palaces, -.00 
theaters, 4,000 public baths, and I2,0u0 
gardens. 

From this tioie on it rapidly d<H'ayed, 
and its population and tiadt.' diniinishe*'. 
Cairo took its place as the l iiief eityct 
Eygpt. It tinally sank so low that in i7<7 
its population was only 0,000.

It loi)ks now as it Congress would not 
aiJjourn while there is any surplus in the 
Treasury. It's a big job to waste over one 
hundred million dollars but they think 
thejr can worry throujjfh with it.

A HOT fi^rht is going on in Milwaukee 
over the (luestion of sunday observance. 
The city has a large German element, and 
the theaters and beer gardens have been 
open on Sundajrs. A petition was recently 
circulated for closing the theaters, and 
it was signed l)y many merchants. This 
brought out the resentment of the Ger- 
mans, and under the direction of the brew- 
ers, a system of boycotting tias ]>een em- 
ployed against all tradesmen whose signa- 
tures appear on the petition. The brew- 
ers are the prime nnovers, because they 
know that a closing of the theaters would 
be followed by an attack on the beer gar- 
dens and saloons. Much bitterness has 
been engendered. 

The question of the validity of the stipu- 
lation printed on telegraph blanks, to the 
eflect that the company will not be respon- 
sible for mistakes unless the message be 
repeated, has been considered by the 
United States Court at Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas. "We can only say," remarked the 
Clourt, "that any rule or regulation of tlie 
company which seems to relieve it from 
performing its duty, )»el(>nLrip.g to the em- 
l)loyment,with integrity, skill an^ 1 ilili.,n-n( e. 
contravenes public i)o]icy as acll as the 
law, and under it tlie party at fault cannot 
seek refuge. If it becomes necessary for 
the company, in transmitting messages 
with integrity,skill, and diligence, to secure 
accuracy, to have said message repeated, 
then the law devolves upon them that 
duty."

Assasslmitton o( D. lane. 

The particulars of the murder of R. D. 
Lane, M;irs!ial of .\u::usta are thus given 

by the Bracken Chronicle: 

About lialf pMst seven o'clock Tuesday even- 
ing, Ivan W. Bowman sliot and killed R. D. 
Lane, cltj' murshul, with a sbot-gnn, the 

charge entering the lelt breast, producing 
almost instant death. Tlie particulars, us near 
as can be gleaned, are about as follows : 

It H generally suppo.se<l that tlie cause of the 
killing Kiew out ol enmity on the j)art of Bow- 
man a!iaiii>^t I^aiie who bent him tor the mar- 
shalshipat tbe.\u;4U>t i'l*'< tion two years ajro. 
No ijuai rel oi dispute bad laki u place an<l tlie 
parties were on Hpeakiutf terms. On the even- 
ing ot llie muKier Lane and Bowman w. re 
talking toiiother, but as no liarsli or li(>i>i( r- 
ous lanj^uage was used, it is sale to say the con- 
versation was as friendly as those on lormer 
occasions. 

About the time mentioned a! ove, Bowman 
wasseen walkitit; the streets with a gun. and 
iu reply to a question said, " I'm going to kill 
a few ral>bits.'' Anotlier gentleman aslced, 
"going to kill 'em to-nii;bt," and received as 
an answer, "you bet." But during this time he 
wasevideutly liunting Lane. Lane was sitting 
on a chair at Berwauger's corner and Bow- 
man enraedown Front street and upon seeing 
his victim ^urroundeli by a crowd, among 
wtiom were W. V. Weldon and J Diltz. 
Bowman said, 'get ont of the way Willie;' and 
Dilts made an effort to nnann him but was 
shoved away, and l>efore Lane could rise to iiis 
feet Bowman fired, the charge taking effect as 
above stated. The gun was double oarre'ed, 
and was tlie pioperty of Moses Smith, barber, 
and it was borrowed under the pretense that 
he was going rabbit hunting. 

.Mr. Lane leaves a wile and two ohildreu and 
a host of admirers to mourn his sad and tragic 
end. He was a member ot the Oddfellows, 
and will be busied under ihrii ausi>i(.'es this 
mornlna, iTliurxiay) at 10 o'olook. Iiis death 
has caused a vacancy which will be haril to fill, 
havhii; been city marshal, and a gi)o.l one, for 
tour years, and at the time of bis death was a 
candidate lor re-ele.M ion. 

The shf>ck on tlie public was so great as to 
generally parali/.n and benumb theseusihilirit.s 
of all, and the e.xeited people could he seen m 
gioupsou tiie streets and a throng surrouudt-d 
tlie dead body of Lane. The assa^iin was per- 
mitted to walk down street a'tei tlie sliooting, 
unmolested, and it was only atter a partial re- 
covery was liad that the question of arrest was 
discussed. Finally the constable. Frank 
Thomas, was sent for who made the arrest, and 
at 2 o'clock started to Brooksville and lodged 
iu iall to await trial. 

We know of no event that has caused so 
much feeling in this cummunity. Tlie coroner's 
inquest is to beheld this morning, Wednesday, 
as we go to press. 

Onr older dtlsens will remember I. W. Bow- 
man of years ago. and note a most radical 
change In the man. His adverse drcamstances 
has so embittered him of late, that it induced 
him, no doubt, to commit this rash act. Years 
ago such a thing would have been wholly 
foreign to the man. He was a big sonled, big 
hearted fellow, and popular enougti to receive 
almost any lavor he would have asked of the 
public; but alas, the contract now brought 
ahout t)y adverse circumstances and imbibing 
too ireely the curse-dealing beverage.

Tlii-s lf>cality is the 
valley of Tejon Creek, whith digtli arises 
into the so jthwestern l art of the Tulare 
valley, on the lands of General Beale, at a 
point about thirty miles from this I'lnce. 
At the lower part of the canyon a settle- 
ment remains of the Indians of the tribe 
which once claimed the principal part of 
Kern and Los Angeles counties, living 
there by sufferance and under the protec- 
t'on of c;eneral I'eale. They ha<l good 
hute, farms, vineyards and gardens, and 
were living in [plenty and comfort. Above 
them the canyon ii occupied by white eet- 
ler-, wlio liave good, weli-iinproved farm?. 
About 4 V. m., yesterday, a wall of water, 
apparentlv twenty feet hiu'h, was seen 
8wee)>in^' down upon the Imlian scttU'- 
ment w ith irresistible f'iice. Immtdiafe- 
ly there was a scene of the wildest confa- 
slon, Mothers and father.* snatched up 
their little ones and endeavored to esca]>e 
to the high grounds. Those not fortunate 
enough to do sn were either swei't away 
or saved themseves by dinging to the 
branches of trees. The rush of water soon 
s.ibsided, and when it did so everything 
t'ley had w as either swept away or ruined. 
The news of the calamity was bron<:ht to- 
day by an Indian. Hh ciuM i^.nr i:ive a 
verv intelligible accotinl. \V hen he left 
only two (lead bodies had been found, 
wliich had bet ii carried a long distance. 
Jf more perislicd it can not be known un- 
til an investigation i.s held. Fourteen ]'er- 
sons are known to be budly injured, hav- 
ing been sti uck }>y tlietlrift Im^ u^lit down 
on the crest of the tlood. lie came to 
bring the news to a white man in whom 
they have great confiilence. an<] are accus- 
tomed to a]»]»ly to for advire and assistance 
in emergencies. They returned tos^ther. 
Nothing is known of what occurred further 
up the canyon.

Game plates 
have almost every known variety of the 
feathered tribe upon tlieiH — <lesert plates 
with fruit, tl(j\vers, or a ))eautiful woman's 
head upon them ; portraits of French 
Queens occurring ofteuerthan any others, 
especially that of the ill-fated Marie 
Aiftetnette. Some magnificent sets in 
New York *'ha»l a stone colored center 
like an old wall, over which crimson bou- 
vardias seem to clamber." Another had 
a gold plat© with a/.ure center, against 
wliich pai nted daisies res te*!.
